SAN FRANCISCO UNIONITES RETURN TO VIOLENCE. 


ous Attack Upon Street Cars Following Labor 
Parade and Dozen Men Are Wounded. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


AN FRANCISCO, Sept. 2—[{Exclusive Dispatch.) Riot and bloodshed 
characterized the Labor Day parade of the San Francisco labor unions, 
whom Gen. Frederick Funston rightly termed “the unwhipped mob of San 
Francisco.” 
The unions made numerous assaults upon property and employés of the 


attacks upon Sutter-street cars, their crews and officers protecting them, 
which resulted in the fatal shooting of one man and the serious injury of a 

The Unitel Raflroads, knowing that the presence of cars on Market 
street during the parade would precipitate trouble with the unions, had issued 
orders that all cars must be off the main thoroughfares between the hours 
of 10 and 1 o'clock. This rule was strictly adhered to, and the only disturb 
ances that occurred up to 11 o'clock in the morning were a few minor riots 
in the outskirts of the city. , 

Shortly after 11 o'clock, the last of the parade passed the junction of 
Sutter and Market streets. Immediately a Sutter-street car, containing about 
forty passengers, swung into Market and slowly moved toward the Ferry 
Station, in the rear of the marching unionists. 


MOB VIOLENCE BREAKS FORTH. 

When close to the ferry, the mob began to call the car crews vile names. 
Suddenly a shower of bricks crashed through the windows, narrowly missing 
several passengers who immediately dropped to the floor to escape. 

The yelling mob of half-drunken fiends closed in and endeavored to pull 
the panicestricken passengers and crew from the car. At this moment 
several policemen arrived, and their generous use of clubs disperse the mob 
and rescued the occupants of the car. 

Officer Thompson caught Bert Wallace, a union carpenter, in the act of 
hurling a brick, placed him under arrest, and, with the assistance of other 
officers, succeeded in reaching a nearby police station with the prisoner. A 
mob quickly surrounded the jail, and, when their demands for the release of 
the prisoner were ignored, vented their spite by hurling rocks through the 
station windows.

HE GRATEFUL REPUBLIC. 

The only real republic the world 
has ever known cannot be classed with 
the half-republics of former days in 
the matter of gratitude. We are still, 
at the end of nearly half a century, 
paying out $140,000,000 a year in pen- 
sions to the soldiers of the Civil War. 
Now the United States army is likely 
to get a share of the great prosperity 
of the day. All ranks from the 
lieutenant-general down to the com- 
mon soldier may expect a substantial 
increase. With the army of course 
goes the navy. The best of it is that 
the common soldier or sailor gets the 

increase of all. 

The soldiers and sailors of the 
United States army and navy have 
been ridiculously underpaid. There is 
certainly no reason why men who de- 
vote their lives to their own interests 
should all reap a portion of the bene- 
Ats of brisk times in business while 
the men who give up a career to 
serve their country should go on liv- 
ing on the pittance that, ruled two 
generations ago when $13 a month and 
found was not, the year round, bad 
pay. Before the Civil War farm hands 
all through the Bast who made a con- 
tract for a year were paid about $15 
a month and found. But when no 
American citizen in the country is

working for less that $1.50 and few 
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other people in the world, dealing 
squarely? Let it be admitted that 
the married man’s wife no longer loves 
him and that he no longer loves her, 
and that he loves the girl and the gir!

It is 
a thing they cannot help. Love is 
mysterious and cannot always be ex- 
plained. But it is to the eternal 
credit of most of the men and women 
who are so unhappily situated that 
they keep themselves unsullied and 
suffer their torment with brave hearts. 
The point is that all of us—men and 
ene yes alike—must do what is right 
and honorable. no matter what pangs 
we must bear in doing so. There is 
a duty that we owe to the race and 
to society that stands above all else. 
Growa up to manhood and 
womanhood we cannot have all 
our desires gratified—even our pure 
desires—any more than we could when 
we were children. We must accept 
our lot as we find it and live in the 
open. That's the best way for us and 
for posterity.

SANTA MONICA, Sept. 2—It ts said 


today that the City Council will re- 


consider the plan programmed as to 
the solution of the sewer disposal. 
Those who appear to know now say 
that the Council will abandon the sep- 
tio tank, filteration bed, and sewer 
farm—a plan that was practically 
agreed upon, and for which a bond 
election was to be called. change 
of front is scheduled to take place 
at the regular meeting of the Council 
Tuesday night. 

Two weeks ago H. X. Goetz proposed 
a plan of building a pleasure and com- 
mercial pier at the foot of Colorado 
avenue and to carry the same t into 
the ocean a distance of 2000 feet, and 
to carry the sewer outfall pipe to the 
extremity of this pier. This is about 
1200 feet farther out than any pier has 
ever been built on the bay, excepting 
the one at Port Los Angeles. Mr. 
Goetz believes this distance will re- 
move any bility of the sewage ever 
reaching the bench, and so impressed 
have some of the Councilmen become 
with the feasibility of his plans that 
they have been won over to see the sit- 
uation about as Mr. Goetz does.

TRYING FOR A 
SPEED RECORD.

Navy Yard Employees Rush- 
ing Work on Vestal. 
Will Take Palm from British 
Naval Workers. 

President Roosevelt's Days of 
Botanizing. 


(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMFS.} 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8. — Although they 
are not admitting it openly nor boast- 
ing of their achievement, the officers 
of the Brooklyn Navy Yard are trying 
to show the English naval authorities 
that they know something about build- 
ing big ships in a hurry. The 12,000-ton 
collier, supply ship and repair ship 
Vestal, the biggest ship of her class in 
the world, is being constructed at the 
yard by government workmen, under 
the supervision of Naval Constructor 
Baxter at present, and they are making 
a record for quick work so far as this 
country is concerned, 

It will be remembered that the Eng- 
lish built their great new battleship 
Dreadnought in record time, despite the 
fact that she was far larger than any 
warship ever built. At the time naval 
officers of other countries bowed and 
smiled politely and congratulated the 
English on their good work. But it is 
safe to say that they all cherished men- 
tal reservations on the subject. In other 
words, there wasn't one who was not 
sure that his government could do just 
as well or better. 

Indeed, it is asserted by some naval 
officers that the English have no right 
to claim the record they do for the 
Dreadnought, inasmuch as before she 
was started all the necessary materials, 
armor, machinery, engines, fittings, 
guns, and so forth, were assembled. 
These officers declare that any country 
could build a ship as rapidly, gran 
these advantages. * 

Mr. Baxter and his assistants at the 
Brooklyn Navy ‘Yard have had facilities 
for speed afforded them through the 
fact that the plans for the work were 
handed to them all completed, and the 
contracts were arranged for and let be- 
fore the first keel plate was laid. Here- 


tofore, the great-difficulty with buillid- 


ing vessels in American navy 

has been the disposal of the contracts. 
That is a preliminary 

that contrives to eat up a large amount 


to be encountered, and the keel was 
laid immediately on March 2% on the 
great ways on which the battleship 
Connecticut was built. That was a 
trie less than five months ago, and 
now the Vestal has almost all of her 
“skin” on. She rises up on her up- 
ports, between the gigantic steel fram: - 
work of the ways, a towering mass of 
rusty tron, smeared all over with red 
paint, where the bolts have been driven 


home. 

The clatter and thudding whirr of 
the compressed-air drills constantly re- 
sounds from her sides where the work- 
men are fastening the plate on to the 
gaunt ribs that rear up at bow and 
stern. It would be possible to launch 
her wtthin two months, for in that 
time her hull will be covered, but it 
ia the plan of the yard authorities to 
wait until she is entirely equipped for 
the sea before letti her slide down 
into the water of the bay. 

There are 500 workmen in the gangs 
that swarm over her, and they are 
busy all the time. The Vestal is not 
as weighty as a first-class battleship. 
She lacks the load of guns and armor. 
But she is quite as large and makes 
an imposing picture looming up be- 
side the huddled buildings of the yard. 
Every bit of work on her is to be done 
in the yard. Even her engines will be 
bullt there. The only fixtures supplied 
by a private concern will be her boilers. 
The engines will be of the reciprocat- 
ing type. of 16,000-horse power, and 
capable of drivi her at a speed of 
sixteen knots. will have two 
screws. Altogether she t to 
able to keep company with an average 


t. 
As to her equipment, her builders 
say that she will the most modern 
vessel of her class in the world. Pri- 
marily she is designed as a collier, but 
she will also have a refrigerating ap- 
paratus aboard for stores, not to speak 
of a full supply of repairing tools. 

By next spring the Vestal Will be 
launched and ready for service. Tha 
will scarcely be in time for her to ac- 
com y the battleship feet around 
the Horn to the Pacific, but she could 
undertake the voyage alone.

SUMMER FALLOWING PAYS. | 


Experiment in Riverside County's Back 
Country Has Interesting 
Results. 


RIVERSIDE, Sept. 2.—The Nuevo 
Land Company. which recently pur- 
chased 6000 acres near Lakeview, will 
begin seeding for grain, October 1, and 
will keep its plows running steadily 
until the end of the planting season. 
This company te composed of about 
thirty practical farmers and business 
men of Riverside, Colton, San Bernar- 
dino and Rialto. 

For the past year the company has 
made some extensive experiments in 
summer fallowing and the results have 
been so satisfactory that this method 
of farming will hereafter be followed 
generally. Last winter the company 
seeded 3000 acres that had previously 
been summer fallowed, and secured an 
average of ten sacks of grain to the 
acre. A large acreage of equally good 
land was also farmed in the ordinary 
way and the yield was five sacks to the 
acre. Accurate accounts were kept. 
and the company found that the addi- 

expense of summer fallowing 
was $2.50 an acre. After paying this, a 
large margin of profit was left to the 
credit of the summer fallowed land.

ELECTRICITY AND RAILROADS. 


Twe Different Systems of Supplying 


An interesting test of rival systems 
of electrical propulsion is now in prog- 
ress in New York City. The New 
York Central and the New Haven 
road, joint users of the New York 
Central station, have introduced elec- 
tric power for their trains within 
zones of varying distance of the ter- 
minal.

The latter has 
adopted the “multiple unit" system, 
which hes worked so well on the ele- 
vated and underground roads of New 
York City. In the first case the en- 
gine is switched from one end of a 
train to the other. In the second the 
motorman makes the change of posi- 
tion. Which method will prove the 
most convenient and economical is a 
question in which the rating com- 
panies will feel the chief interest, the 
public having little choice. 
“The preference given by Mr. Mel- 
len to the alternating current over the 
direct current employed by the Cen- 
tral, says the New York Tribune, “is 
perfectly intelligible. In the cperation 
of long lines it promotes economy in 
two ways. It uces the cost of line 
equipment and involves less waste of 
wer. Some of the faults which have 
hitherto characterized the motor em- 
ployed with the alternating current 
have apparently been remedied. 
most the only misgivings now enter- 
tained regarding the expediency of us- 
ing the current itself relate to the mode 
of conducting it to an engine and to 
the pressure or voltage adopted. Mr. 
Westinghouse has for veare disclaimed 
against the third rail as a source of 
danger, and he has persuaded Mr. Mel 
len to try the overhead wire insten l.
